Mr. Wilson 
himself disclaimed knowing for what 
he had been summoned. 
Secretary Bryan made the follow- 
ing statement. 


"AmDassauor Wilson's 
resignation 
lias been expected to take effect Oc- 
tober 14. The part which he felt it 
his duty to take in the earlier stages 
of the recent revolution in Mexico 
would make it difficult 
for him to 
represent the views of the present ad- 
ministration in view of the situation 
which now exists."'

He formerly 
had been engaged in 
law and banking at Spokane, Wash. 
While ambasador to Mexico he was 
surrounded by a succession of stormy 
political events beginning with the 
abdication of Porfirio Diaz and in the 
uprising against Madero 
which re- 
sulted in that ruler's death. 
He took up a prominent part as 
dean of the Mexico diplomatic corps 
in bringing about peace between Felix 
Diaz and Huerta. He was alternately 
praised and condemned for his part 
in that. Charges of partisanship were 
made against him to the state depart- 
ment. After leaving the state depart- 
ment Mr. Wilson dictated a 
state- 
ment in which he said he believed 
that action oC the president and sec- 
retary of state had been dictated by 
the highest motives.

PRESIDENT TO LEAD 


VENEZUELAN TROOPS 


IN FIGHTING CASTRO 


Issues Proclamation—Army of Veter 


ans and Recruits Being Mobo- 


lized in Town Near 


Capitol.

Caracas, Venzuela, Aug. 4.—Presi 
dent Juan Vincente Gomez intends to 
take personal lead of the Venezuelan 
army operating against Cipriano Gas 
tro, whose followers have risen in the 
provinces of Falcon and Tachlra, and 
also in the western district of Vene 
zuela. 
The president issued the fol- 
lowing proclamation today: 
"Castro, the former dictator, "hav- 
ing disturbed the peace of the coun- 
try, 
J, myself, will take the field and 


will re-establish order. 
I know that 
every general, officer and soldier will 
fulfill his duty." , 


An army of veterans and some 
thousands of recruits is being m6bo- 
lized at the town of Maratay, fifty 
miles southwest of the capital. These 
forces are expected to attack Coro, 
in the state of Falcon, and drive out 
Cipriano Castro. 
They will proceed 
there in two divisions by land and 
sea. 
Another army is being assem- 


bled at Barquisimeto, the capital of 
the state of Lara, one hundred and 
sixty-five miles southwest of Caracas. 
This force will endeavor to cut off 
Castro's escape into the interior. Al- 
though business here has come to a 
standstill and stock values have gone 
down, the people express confidence 
that the government will be able to 
suppress the rebellion.

Washington, Aug. 4.—Reductions in 
express rates which will cost the com- 
panies fully twepty-six million dollars 
a year, approximately 15 percent of 
their gross revenue were 
ordered by 


the interstate commerce 
commission 
today to become effective on or before 
October 15, 1913. Notable reforms in 
practices were also ordered. 
The most important change pres- 
cribed by the order is by way of modi- 
fication of the present graduated scale 
of parcel rates. One hundred pound 
rates for short distances either have 
been left unchanged or slightly 
re- 


duced. 
For longer distances 
-they 
have been lowered. For fifty pounds 
or less all rates practically have been 
reduced.

Equals Parcel Post. 
For packages more than four pounds 
going more than two hundred 
miles 
and less than two thousand the new 
express rates are generally lower than 
the parcel post rate; for more 
than 


3,000 miles the rates 
are practically 
the same. 
The report and order of the commis- 
sion prepared by Commissioner John 
H. Marble, are a virtual affirmation of 
the findings of former Commissioner 
Franklin K. Lane new secretary of the 
interior. 


By prescribing a so-called block sys-

The German sour meat !s not well 


known among other nationalities, and 
is so altogether good that it should be 
better known. 


German Sour Meat. — Add to a half 


cup of vinegar a cupful of water, one 
onion and a teaspoonful of whole all- 
;;spice., .one tablespoonful of sugar and 
salt to taste. Put a piece of meat for 
roasting in this, turning it often; let 
stand three days, when it is ready to 
brown in fat and roast, using the 
pickle to baste it when roasting. 


Sour Batten. — Take a nice 
piece 


from the round, lay in vinegar, with an 


• onion, salt, allspice and .pepper, with 
one bay leaf; let stand three to five 
days, depending on the amount of the 
meat. Brown the meat in a deep fry- 
ing pan, pour in the vinegar and suf- 
ficient water to cover the meat; sim- 
mer until the meat is tender. 
Strain 


the gravy from the spices, and thicken 
with flour before serving. 


Mutton With Peas. — Cut mutton in 


serving sized pieces, brown and put 
to cook in a small amount of water; 
when nearly done add a can of peas 
and season well. Serve with the peas 
poured over the mutton. 


Brown Stew. — So few people 


how good a brown stew may be. Cut 
the meat, which may be the tougher 
portions of the round or a piece for 
stewing. Cut up in small pieces and 
brown in a little hot suet which has 
.been tried out. Add a small chopped 
onion, and iet it brown with the meat. 
Dredge with flour, which will give the 
gravy thickening, and cook with boil- 
ing water, Just kept at the simmering 
point until the meat is tender. 
Serve 


with boiled potatoes. The seasoning 
may be given before the flour is added 
to the meat. 


Hamburg Steak. — Season hamburg 


eteak with a chopped onion, allspice, 
cloves, paprika and salt. When ready 
to serve pour over a cup of well sea- 
soned tomato sauce.
